SECTION  A. 


Natural  and  Social  Conditions. 

Social  Conditions 

As  is  to  be  exported  for  a  rural  district,  Agriculture  forms  the 
principal  occupation  of  the  inhabitants,  there  being  a  fairly  large 
number  of  dairy  farms,  whilst  the  main  crops  produced  are  Cereals  and 
Sugar-boct.  Market  Gardening  is  also  carried  on  mainly  in  the  villages 
adjoining  Northampton. 

There  o.re  large  engineering  factories  at  Duston,  Hardingstone 
(Ilunsbury  Hill)  and  Roadc,  manufacturing  tapered  bearings,  heavy  earth 
moving  equipment  and  motor  car  parts  and  chrome  plating  respectively. 

At  Bugbroolce  is  a  modern  flour  mill,  whilst  at  Billing  and  Weston 
Favoll  aro  tanning  factories  which  supply  the  raw  materials  for  the 
staple  industry  of  the  County  Town. 

Also  throughout  the  district  arc  several  small  boot  and  shoe  factories 
but  the  hand-sown  boot  and  shoe  industry  is  rapidly  dying  out. 

In  the  district,  also,  there  arc  sawmills,  flax  mills,  and  gelatine 
factory  and  a  fellmongcry, 

Considorablo  numbers  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  district  are  employed 
in  the  County  Town,  but  there  appears  to  bo  a  gradual  movement  of  factories 
into  tho  villages  of  the  rural  area. 

Area;-  The  area  of  tho  district  is  50,010  acres. 

Population;"  The  Regi^j^gRij-Gcneral  has  estimated  the  population  to  be 
19,320  persons. 

Deaths ;  -  The  total  number  of  deaths  assigned,  to  the  district  by  the 
Registrar-General  after  adjustment  for  outward  and  inward  transferable 
deaths  was  213,  as  compared  with  230  in  1949.  The  crude  death  rate  based 
on  the  estimated  population  was  11.03  per  thousand  as  compared  with  12,26 
in  1949.  The  standardised  death  rate  being  9.37  as  compared  with  10.42 
for  1949.

Births The  number  of  live  births  assigned  to  the  district  was  266 
(134  males,  134  females)  as  compared  with  293  in  1949,  thus  giving  a 
crude  rate  of  13*67  per  thousand  of  population  as  compared  with  15*56 
for  the  previous  year.  The  following  table  sho^o  the  trend  of  the

2 .  Laboratory  Facilities 

The  bacteriological  work  associated  with  the  Public  Health 
Department  is  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  whose 
laboratory,  in  charge  of  which  is  Dr,  L.  Hoyle,  is  situated  at  the 
Northampton  General  Hospital.  The  bacteriological  examination  of  water 
supplies  is  also  carried  out  by  Dr.  Hoyle* 

The  examination  of  milk  samples  for  cleanliness  and  keeping 
quality  was  carried  out  at  the  County  Council  Laboratory,  Northampton  up  to 
the  31st  August  on  which  date  this  service  was  transferred  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  Service, 

3 •  Diphtheria  Antitoxin ; ° 

A  supply  of  antitoxin  is  always  available  for  use  in  the  district 
by  applying  to  the  Dispenser  at  the  Northampton  General  Hospital.

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


Water  z 


All  but  four  of  the  twenty  seven  parishes  of  the  district  are 
now  served  by  the  District  IJator  Scheme  -  these  four,  Ca.stle  Ashby, 
Courtocnhall,  Little  Houghton  and  Upton  have  privately  ox-;ned  piped 
supplies . 

On  1st  October  1950  the  Council  handed  over  all  control  of 
water  supply  to  the  Mid-Northamptonshire  Hater  Board,  but  it  remains 
the  Council's  duty  t  :■  sec  that  every  house  has  a  piped  supply  of 
wholesome  water  and  during  the  coming  year  it  is  hoped  that  wherever 
possible  this  will  be  achieved  without  the  serving  of  formal  notices 
on  owners 

The  v.ater  supplies  derived  from  private  and  public  wells  are 
still  fa^r  from  satisfactory  and  in  nearly  every  case,  upon  being 
analysed  the  water  has  found  to  be  polluted. 

At  present  there  are  known  to  be  25  public  wells  in  use  and  it 
is  hoped  that  steps  will  be  taken  by  the  Council  to  close  all  of 
these  wells  at  the  earliest  possible  time. 

Particulars  as  to  the  number  of  dwelling  houses  and  number  of 
the  population  supplied  from  public  water  mains  etc,  is  given  in 
Table  10  or  page  33, 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

During  the  year  considerable  progress  has  again  been  made  for 
the  provision  of  adequate  sewage  systems  throughout  the  district,  and 
at  the  end  of  tho  year  the  following  stages  had  been  reached.

Sixtcen  cases  (11  male,  5  female)  were  notified  during  the  year 
as  compared  with  fifty-two  during  1919?  all  the  cases  appeared  to  be  of 
a  mild  clinical  typo. 

Eight  cases  (  1  male  and  4  female)  were  removed  to  the  Harborough 
Road  Isolation  Hospital,  this  action  being  taken  to  prevent  the  spread 
of  disease  to  other  members  of  the  households  concerned,  where 
isolation  at  home  was  considered  impracticable, 

3 .  Diphtheria 

One  case  of  diphtheria  was  notified  and  removed  to  hospital,  but 
was  later  not  confirmed  as  diphtheria.

4 
cases  from  Duston  village  and  the  remaining  case  from  Little  Houghton, 
ns  a  precaution,  the  Sunday  Schools  in  the  Duston  area  were  closed  for 
1  month  (  the  day  schools  being  on  vacation  at  the  time  -of  the  outbreak). 
One  case  of  polio-encaphalitis  was  also  notified.

Nine  new  crises  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year  -  five 
cases  being  respiratory  -  as  compared  with  14  cases  -  12  respiratory 
during  1949. 

Three  persons  died  of  tuberculosis  during  the  year.

During  the  year  123  samples  were  taken,  119  being  from  public 
supplies  and  9  from  private  wells,  etc.  Of  those  124  wore  submitted 
for  bacteriological  examination,  and  the  remaining  4  for  chemical 
examination. 

With  the  exception  of  8  samples  (  1  each  Little  Billing  and 
Wootton,  2  each  Duston,  Hardingstone  and  Weston  Favell)  all  the 
remainder  were  from  untreated  water.  The  results  of  the

Of  the  4  samples  submitted  for  chemical  examination,,  all  were  from 
Yardley  Chase,  and  sampled  by  the  Ministry  of  Works  ~  all  proved 'to  be 
suitable  for  drinking  purposes.

Drainap:e  and  Sewage, 

During  the  year  the  drainage  works  at  Great  Billing  were  completed 
and  the  Bugbrooke  and  Hoyford  Scheme  was  commenced  in  May,  It  is 
expected  that  the  Schemes  for  Hartwell  and  Ashton,  and  Hackloton  (Stage 
l)  will  be  commenced  early  in  1951»  Plans  are  well  advanced  for 
Hacklcton  (Stage  2)  Harpolc  and  Kislingbury,  and  the  contract 
documents  for  the  Cogcnhoo,  Braficld  and  Little-  Houghton  Scheme  are 
expected  to  be  completed  in  1951, 

Public  Cleansing, 

During  the  year  under  review  the  collection  of  refuse  and  salvage 
has  continued  satisfactorily.  Five  .parishes  now  have  a  weekly 
collection,  namely  Duston,  HarGingstonc,  Roade,  Weston  Favell  and 
Wootton,  whilst  in  the  remaining  parishes  the  collection  is  made 
fortnightly. 
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6.  Housing 


During  the  year  it  has  been  possible  to  deal  with  very  few  of  the 
800  sub-standard  houses  in  the  district  which  according  to  the  Rural 
Housing  Survey  were  considered  to  be  either  capable  of  repair  at  a 
reasonable  expense  or  capable  of  repair,  in  certain  cases  where  the 
owners  arc  prepared  to  expend  considerable  sums  to  render  them  suitable 
in  all  respects  fit  for  human  habitation. 

In  addition  to  these  800  sub-standard  houses,  it  is  estimated  that 
some  1,000  houses  require  action  under  Section  9  of  the  Housing  Act, 
1937.  It  should  be  remembered  that  if  no  action  is  taken  by  the 
Council  on  these  1,000  houses  then  a  considerable  number  will  eventually 
have  to  be  either  demolished  or  have  considerable  sums  of  money  expended 
on  them- to  bring  them  up  to  a  reasonable  standard  of  fitness. 

During  the  year  difficulties  have  been  experienced  in  preventing 
new  tenants  entering  sub-standard  houses  before  action  could  be  taken 
to  secure  the  carrying  out  of  works  cf  improvement',  and  it  is 
suggested  that  this  difficulty  could  be  overcome  to  a  great  extent  if 
the  allocation  of  Council  houses  are  made  at  least  3  months  before  their 
completion. 

It  should  be  recalled  that  in  May  1948  a  sub-committee  of  the 
Housing  Committee  was  formed  to  investigate  by  inspection  and  report 
on  the  Rural  Housing  Survey,  and  it  is  respectively  suggested  that  the 
time  has  now-  been  reached  when  much  useful  work  could  bo  done  by 
this  sub-committee,  particularly  in  parishes  where  the  number  of 
applications  for  houses  is  small. 

Although  it  is  appreciated  that  landlords  have  suffered  under 
\ 

the  Rent  Restriction  Acts,  the  Housing  Act  of  1949  does  enable  grants 
to  be  paid  to  enable  sub-standard  houses  to  be  brought  up  to  a 
reasonable  standard. 

Regarding  the  selection  of  tenants,  may  I  again  quote  Section 
85  (2)  of  the  Housing  Act  1936,....'  The  Authority  shall  secure  that 
in  the  selection  of  their  tenants  a  reasonable  preference  is  given 
to  persons  who  are  occupying  insanitary  or  overcrowded  houses  or  are 
living  under  unsatisfactory  housing  conditions. 
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The  Housing  Statistics  for  1950  are  set  out  in  table  8  on

7.  Salvage 3 

During  the  year  the  collection  of  household  salvage  has  been 
carried  out  as  the  same  time  as  the  collection  of  refuse.  It  has 
again  been  possible  to  sell  waste  paper,  and  during  the  coming  year 
with  the  assistance  of  a  salvage  drive  it  is  hoped  that  a  considerable 
quantity  of  paper  will  be  forthcoming.

'Gipsies2  have  again,  during  the  year,  been  a  problem  -  and  there 
appears  no  doubt  that  the  old  Romany  culture  is  rapidly  disappearing 
and  in  its  stead  one  is  finding  a  class  if  itinerant  dealer,  who 
leaves  behind  him  considerable  rubbish,  mainly  useless  pieces  of  scrap 
metal  and  rags  etc®,  this  being  particularly  evident  along  'Green 
Lane'  -  a  lane  loading  from  Woo t ton  to  Rothersthorpe  which  passes 
Danes  Camp,  and  it  is  suggested  that  every  effort  bo  made  to  prevent 
this  lane  from  becoming  a  tipping  ground  for  these  persons  unwanted 
materials  0 

9 •  Eradication  of  Bo d  Bugs . 

During  the  year  no  cases  of  infestations  were  reported,  or 
discovered  as  compared  with  two  cases  during  1949 
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Milk  and  Dairies  etc,. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  on  1st  October  1949  the  Food  and  Drugs 
(Milk  and  Dairies)  Act,  1944  became  operative,  and  the  powers  of 
registering  and  supervising  dairy  farm  was  transferred  to  the  Ministry 
of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries, 

However,  the  Local  Authority  are  still  responsible  for  the 
registration  of  all  distributors  of  milk,  except  producer-retailers, 
and  also  for  the  issuing  of  dealers  licences  to  persons  whose  promises 
are  within  the  area  and  who  sell  designated  milks,  and  also  for  the 
Issuing  of  supplementary  licences  to  persons  with  premises  outside 
the  district  but  who  retail  designated  milks  within  the  area  of  the  ■ 
Council  -  and  these  persons,  it  is  estimated  supply  80/4  of  all  milk 
sold  in  the  district.. 

However,  the  remaining  20'o  of  the  milk  supply  is  causing  some 
concern  in  that  the  local  authority  have  no  control  over  its 
production,  and  even  if  samples  taken  during  the  course  of  delivery 
fail  to  comply,  it  is  necessary  to  then  pass  the  information  onto 

the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  through  the  National 

•< 

Agricultural  Advisory  Service  -  and  this  body  appear  to  be  taking 
little  or  no  interest  in  producer-retailers,  other  than  persons  who 
hold  designated  licences,  and  if  this  state  of  affairs  is  allowed 
to  continue  one  hesitates  to  forecast  what  the  future  results  may  be. 

Nevertheless  it  is  hoped  that  the  Minister  of  Food  will,  under 
powers  conferred  on  him  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  (Milk,  Dairies  amd 
Artifical  Cream)  .act,  1950  specify  areas  in  which  only  designated 
milks  can  be  sold,  and  this  would  be  one  step  further  to  secure  that 
all  milk  sold  in  the  country  is  disease  free. 

Slaughterhouses,  Bakehouses^  Fopdshops  etc. 

There  is  one  licenced  Knackers  Yard  in  the  district.  Fourteen 
slaughterhouses  in  the  area  are  used  only  for  the  slaughtering  of 
1  cottages  •'  pigs  -  and  in  this  connection  it  is  suggested  that  a 
system  of  inspection  be  instituted  to  safeguard  the  spread  of 
disease,  particularly  tuberculosis.  It  should  of  course  be  understood 
that  the  local  authority  have  no  power  to  seize  unfit  meat  slaughtered 

for  private  consumption  and  that  this  service  would  bo  purely  advisory,

13 .  Ice  Cream. 

There  are  29  premises  registered  for  the  sale  and  storage  of  ice 
cream  and  4  of  these  premises  arc  also  registered  to  manufacture 
the  product.  At  only  one  of  these  manufacturing  premises  is  any 
quantity  made,  and  samples  for  bacteriological  examination  were  taken 
at  regular  intervals. 

During  the  year  a  total  of  158  samples  were  subjected  to  the

The  above  gradings  are  provisional  owing  to  numerous  factors 
governing  the  hygienic  quality  of  ice  ''.ream  and  to  the  experimental 
error  of  the  laboratory  test  itself.  It  has  been  suggested,  however, 
that  over  a  six-monthly  period  50  per  cent  of  the  samples  should  fall 
into  Grade  1,  80  per  cent  into  Grades  1  and  2,  not  more  than  20  per 
cent  into  Grade  3  and  none  in  Grade  4.  The  only  Grade  4  result 
obtained  during  the  year  was  from  a  product  made  outside  the  district 
(Derbyshire)  and  on  inquiries  being  made  it  was  ascertained  that  this 
product  was  generally  sub-standard  and  the  wholesaler  within  this 
area  ceased  having  the  product. 

The  fat  content  of  ice-cream  has  caused  some  concern,  but  it  is 
hoped  shortly  that  arrangements  will  be  made  with  the  County  Council 
for  informal  examination  at  a  nominal  charge. 

During  the  year  considerable  quantities  of  ’’Water  ices"  were 
sold  in  the  area  -  six  samples  were  taken  and  all  appeared  to  be  of 
a  satisfactory  bacteriological  quality,

15.  Clean  Food. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  in  the  Annual  Report  for  1949  it  was 
disclosed  that  there  existed  somewhat  of  a  stalemate  over  the 
formation  of  a  Clean  Food  Guild  in  Northamptonshire,  and  this  reached 
an  ultimate  end  when  a  letter  was  received  from  the  Clerk  of  the  County 
Council,  on  9th  November,  when  it  disclosed  the  Health  Committee  did 
not  fool  inclined  to  proceed  further  with  the  formation  of  a  Guild. 
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15.  Clean  Food, (Continued ) 

The  Ministry  of  Food  Model  Byelaws  (Series  I)  relating  to  the 
handing,  wrapping  and  delivery  of  food,  and  sale  in  the  open  air 
of  food  have,  as  yet,  not  been  adopted  by  the  Council,  but  it  is 
hoped  that  consideration  will  be  given  to  these  byelaws  during  the 
coming  year. 

16.  Swimming  Pools, 

During  the  summer  months  samples  for  bacteriological  examination 
were  taken  at  regular  intervals  from  the  one  swimming  pool  in  the 
district.  The  results  were  extremely  satisfactory,  due  to  the 
installation  of  a  modern  chlorine  dosing  plant,  using  the  "breakpoint" 
method  of  chlorination.  Tests  wore  also  carried  out  to  check  the 
pH  and  free  chlorine  content  of  the  water.  The  former  being  maintained 
at  7.6  and  the  latter  at  approximately  2.00  parts  per  million  of  free 
chlorine. 

This  high  concentration  of  chlorine  appears  to  have  no  effect  on 
the  bathers  and  the  "free  residual"  is  much  more  rapidly  bactericidal 
than  chloramine  obtained  by  marginal  chlorination.
